Tho purpose of the administration is not to 
disturb tho status quo in South Carolina 
and Louisiana at present, hut the whole sit- 
uation ia to be fully examined before

Tile incoming Cabinet. 


Thus far the decisions for the cabinet aro 


the following; Evarta for secretary of atate ; 
Sherman for the trensury; Schurz for the 
interior; McOrary, of Iowa, for attorney 
geuernl; probably ox-Senator D. M. Key, of 
Tennessee, for postinaater general. 
The 


latter was opposed to tho war in the outset; 
was voted for as a senator by the entire East 
Tennessee delegation both the republicans 
and democrats, and by all the republicans 
of the otate.

Methodist Bishop MoTyoiro in ft sermon 


on Cornelius Vanderbilt,delivered in the chap- 
el of the Vanderbilt university at Kashville, 
gave tho following reminiscences of thocora- 
modore'a way of giftmakiug: 
After 
wo 


had set on foot n subscription to have H 
copy made of hie life-size and life-like pro- 
trait, that now hangs on tbe wnlls—tho orig- 
inal oE which is in the main pnrlor of tho Now 
York Central depot—ho snid: "Never mind 
—if you want it, I'll see to that.1' After tho 
trustees and faculty hnd sot apnrt his birth- 
day for aunual observance, nnd iuatituted p. 
medal to animate and grace the contests of 
the day, ho said to me: "That ought not to 
fall on you. 
What will it cost to endow a 


medal?" And a few months ngo I received 
by express three bonds of .$1000 .each, at 1 
percent, to endow that medal, one in each 
of the four departments. In Juno last I vis 
ited New York for a few days, on some busi- 
ness connected with tho university, and to 
pay iny respects to him iu his affliction, and 
to his family. On taking leave to come home, 
he remarked that it would likely be our last 
interview in this world—he had hoped to 
visit ns here, bnfc that must be given up 
now—sent liia regards to the trustees and 
faculty and to tho students —wished that 
tho institution might prosper and do good 
—and, still holding my hand, paused. 
"Could you not put of? leaving for one 
day?'1 I replied thnt no urgent matter re- 
quired mo to keep my appointment in leav- 
ing just then, if his wish were otherwise. 
4'My. purpose has boon to add 51100,000, 
making out tho million. I have perfect 
confidence iu my son; I know ho will carry 
out my wishes, but there's 110 telling wbat 
may happen from outside to delay and hin- 
der; so you had bettor take it along with 
you. If you will defer your trip till tomor- 
row, we can have the papers fixed up."

CHEMICAL PROPERTIES OF THE SOIL. 


At the second meeting for 
agricultural 


discussion, held at the rooms of tho Domes, 
tic Industry Society, Prof. Chase continued 
his interesting address npon "Properties of 
the Soil," treating chiefly of tho chemical 
constituents essential to plant life. 
Prof, 


Chase illustrated his remarks with some in- 
toroating experiments. 
After briefly re- 


viewing the points offered hy him at tho 
former meeting, tho professor, in speaking 
of tho food of plants, said thnt an impor- 
tant discovery has been mado in relation to 
the office of iron it, plants. It strengthens 
the plant r.s it does tho human body, and 
without it the plant would not thrive. Tho 
chemicals essential to plant lifo aro ammo- 
nia, nitric acid, tho phosphates, potash and 
hiinnis, tho two most important being am- 
monia (or nitric acid, its equivalent), and 
the 
phosphates. 
Generally agricultural 


products contain ft largo amount of phos- 
phorus; for instance in. tho cnf;o of tho 
grains, About one-half of tlio ash in phos- 
phates. Roots draw much leas phosphorus 
from tho soi] tb,a.n stalk-', ftncl absorb n. 
great den! of pQtnnh. 
Phosphates, which 


being continually drawn from tho earth, 


must bo restored, nnd tho question is how 
ahull tills ho done?

TUB bones should 


neither bo boiled or hurnod. - Guano also 
furnishes largo quantities of phosphorus. 
By turning in a green crop the farmer does 
not turn any phosphorus into the soil, but 
only adds ammonia, etc. Tho farmer who 
wishes to ascertain which kind of manure 
is best for his land should not put tbreo or 
four different kinds onto tfio same piece. 
The only way to experiment ia to tako ono 
thing nt a time and watch tho results. If 
this were done in n systematic manner, ag- 
riculture would doubtless be greatly bene- 
fited.

repeal, aro prompted by a desire to inter- 
marry with white persons. This is a falso 
Impression; ila fallacy becomes apparent 
when it is considered that the law may bo 
easily circumvented; white mid colored per- 
sons may go to the state line in any di. 
rection and enter into tho civil contract of 
marriage; which contract this state is 
bound lo respect; and further, the law i 
unconslitntionol, iu fact is disregarde 
wilh impunity. 
My anxiety is altogether 


because Iho existence of tho law stands as a 
menace, as well os a monument of ihe pas 
that reflects a wnnt of rospoct for my race 
by the state aud because it permits colorec 
females to be insulted almost with itnpuni 
ly. It is a relio of barbarism; it is an old 
recorded iniquity that has stood a disgrace 
to tho state for more than ICO years.

of Judge Taney's dictum which said,Negroes,

The paper wheels 


have Bteol tires, inado with an inside flongo 
snd cast-iron boss. On each side of the 
hoss and tire steel plates, 3 1C inch thick 
are bolted, and the spaco between the 
plates is ailed with compressed paper The 
paper is coraposuct of what aro known as 
• strawboards," and these are- made to ad- 
hero to each other by moans of rye paste. 
Ihe combined layers of paper aro nest sub- 
jected to hydraulic pressure to the eitent 
of 2,000 tona for tbo space of four or five 
hours, and then dried in a heated air-bath. 


Bis final thickness of the prepared paper 


is about three, and a half inches.and, as may 
bo imagined, the quantity of straw-board 
packed into this concentrated space by the 
giant force of the hydraulic ram is Eome 
thing enonnons. Still a certain amount of 
elasticity remains to the substance, and 
this—m union with its homogeniety and 
singular smoothness of grain and texture— 
constitutes one of the highest qualifications 
for the duty it will presently havo to per- 
form. Lathes, slide-rests, and sharp-cut- 
ting tools are made to shape the compressed 
paper into discs of tho proper size, and 
under a pressure of four hundred tons these 
are then forced into the tires. The steel 
protecting plates are subsequently bolted to 
the inner aud outer peripheries of the 
wheels, and after a finishing touoli in the 
latter they are ready tc be keyed on their 
rales and placed under the railway car- 
riages. 


It is understood that experiments both in 


America and in this country havo gone to 
prove the great superiority of paper railway 
wheels over those of steel or wrought iron, 
fffld that the brake, however suddenly and 
sharply applied, does not injure them in 
the least —[London Echo.
